OLLOWING is the tert of two memoranda Secretary of 
F interior Ickes read to the Nenate Naval Committee yesterday 

afternoon in connection with conversations he said he had 
with Edwin W,. Pauley: 


September 6, 1944, 


Mr. Hannegan had come in, alone, to try to explain the Chi- 
cago convention. Then Mr, Pauley came in with Mr. Paul Porter, 
the latter to ask me to participate in a program of five-minute 
talks on the air, there being a lack of funds for full-time broad- 
casts. Mr. Pauley asked to stay on after the other two, 

In the meantime, I had brought in Under Secretary 
Fortas and it was at this point that Pauley brought up the 
question of offshore oil in California. He had talked with 
the President, he said, and the President had told him to 
talk with me. Pauley said that he could raise $300,000 from 
the oll men in California, who have interests in offshore oil, 
if they could be assured that the Federal Government would 
not try to assert title to these oil lands, 

I*told him that I could not give him any such assurance, 
pointing to the fact that the whole issue would have been settled 
a long time ago if I had not been blocked. I explained to him 
that if these titles were in the State of California no harm 
would be done by us having the court pass upon the question. 
On the other hand, if title actually were in the United States, | 
_as some lawyers believed that it was, it would make a pretty || 
scandal involving not only me, but the President and himself, 
if I should agree not to try to assert title.

COLUMBIA, Mo. Feb, §6— Mary- 
lou Jenkins, 20 years old, blond 


and attractive, was criminally at- 
tacked and murdered here last 


night. The killer choked her to 


death with an electric extension 


cord, while she was alone in her 
home. 

The girl’s mother, a practical 
nurse, found the body on return- 
ing home at 6 o’clock this morn- 
ing. Mrs. 
in the house next door. She broke 
into the house when her daughter 
failed to answer her knock. 

There was little evidence of a 
struggle in the room. The killer 
apparently first attempted _ to 
throttle the girl with a short ex- 
tension cord which he abandoned 
for a longer one which was kept in 
an adjoining room. 

Miss Jenkins had arranged a 
signal which would have notified 


her mother of intruders. They had 
agreed that she was to turn on 


lights, raise a shade and telephone 
her mother if anyone came to the 
house. 
Noticed Lights Turned On. 

Mrs. Jenkins noticed lights on 
about midnight, but did not inves- 
tigate when there was no tele- 
phone call. 

The girl’s body was found on the 


living room floor, clad in the up- 
per half of her pajamas and with 


a wool robe wound around the up- 
per part of her body. The other 
half of her pajamas and her moc- 
casins lay at her feet.

DUST STORM BLOWS 
INTO CITY AT NIGHT, 
CUTTING VISIBILITY 


Gusty Winds of 25-Mile Ve- 
locity for an Hour— 
Temperature Drops. 


A light dust storm, which looked 
much like a fog, blew into St. 
Louis from the western plains last 
night along with a gusty wind that 
attained a velocity of 25 miles an 
hour in the city. 

The storm, which began about 
8 p.m. and lasted almost an hour, 
limited visibility to two miles in 
the city and to a mile and a 
quarter in St. Louis county. 
Normal visibility ranges from six 
to 10 miles, 

With the appearance of the 
dust, the temperature began to 
drop, and at 10 o’clock last night 
it stood at 39 degrees, compared 
with 57 degrees at 8 p.m. From 
4 to 7 o’clock this morning the 
thermometer registéred 32 de- 
grees. The dust had its origin in 
Oklahoma, Kansas and the Texas 
“Panhandle.” 

The Weather Bureau forecast 
fair weather for St. Louis for to- 
day and tomorrow. A low of about 
26 degrees was predicted for to- 
morrow morning.

Possible Indictment of 
Score of German Busi- 
nessmen Under Discus- 
sion by Prosecutors at 
Nuernberg. 


NUERNBERG, Feb. 6 (AP)— 
Possible indictment of a score of 
big Nazi industrialists and finan- 
ciers is under discussion here, a 
spokesman for the British prose- 
cution said today. 

The United States is not com- 
mitted to further participation in 
War crimes trials of an interna- 
tional character at Nuernberg, but 
is known to be interested in the 
prosecution of leaders of Ger- 
many’s war industries who, be- 
cause of the illness of Gustav 
Krupp von Bohlen und Halbach, 
are not represented among the 
22 Nazis now before the interna- 
tional military tribunal. 

The question of who would be 
mamed as defendants has not been 


decided, 
Jackson's Views. 

Last week Justice Robert H. 
Jackson, chief American prose- 
cutor, told American soldiers in a 
radio interview that he feared the 
German industrialists would never 
be brought to trial. 

Jackson revealed that the Amer- 
icans had tried to have not only 
Gustav Krupp and his son, Alfried, 
but a number of other industrial- 
ists included among the original 
Nuernberg defendants. He said 
this proposal was rejected by the 
other three prosecutors because 
“they believed we could not han- 
die a larger number of defendants 
in this trial.” The British, French 
and Russians suggested a later 
trial for the industrialists. 

Jackson said he doubted wheth- 
er “we could go through a second 
trial repeating much of the same 
evidence against this new group 
of defendants.” 


Nazi Art Looting. 


In proceedings before the inter- 
national tribunal today a French 
prosecutor said that the Germans 
stole 736 freight train loads of art 
in western Europe, including 
paintings, rare books, sculpture 
and jewelry. 

_ He charged that the Germans 
contended that such _ seizures 
should be considered merely an 
indemnit, for “sacrifices made in 
the struggle against Jewry.” 

~ Charles Gertoffer, the prosecu- 
tor, said Germany established an 
art looting staff under Alfred Ro- 
senberg, which frequently concen- 
trated its entire attention upon col- 
Jecting for Hermann Goering. 

Field Marshal Wilhelm Keitel, 
Joachim von Ribbentrop and Ar- 
thur Seyss-Inquart all were ac- 
cused of primary responsibility for 
the pillage. All are in the prison- 
ers’ dock. | 

Gertoffer said furnishings, tapes- 
tries, paintings, precious stones, 
Grecian and Roman vases were 
seized by the hundreds under the 
guise of “returning cultural values 
from the Jews to Europeans.” 

Justifving their pillage of 
French museums and chateaux, 
Nazi officials told the French Gov- 
ernment: 

“The war with Germany, re- 
grettable as it may have been, con- 
stitutes at the same time a basis 
for future lasting peace between 
the two nations because in his war 
the great German Reich liberated 
France from Jewish domination 
and from the instigators of war.” 


Terror in Denmark. 

Yesterday the French prosecu- 
tion told how organized Nazi 
thues, under direct orders from 
Berlin, murdered prominent Danes 
in gangster fashion to instill ter- 
ror among patriot elements in 
Denmark. 

Prosecutor Edgar Faure pro- 
duced sections of the official Da- 
nish government report on syste- 
matic execution of the nation’s 
leaders, and said the killings were 
camouflaged as “bandit attacks.” 

He said that in 1943 high Nazi 
lenders, including Security Police 
Chief Ernst Kaltenbrunner and 
Keitel, met with Gunther Pancke, 
German police chief in Denmark, 
and directed the execution of five 
Danes for every German soldier 
killed in Denmark.

Ickes Memos Dim Pauley’s Hopes «

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Pauley’s denials had created an 
important issue of veracity be- 
tween the two men, and the com- 
mittee would have to decide which 
one was telling the truth. 


Ickes took the witness chair, 
armed with five memoranda, four 
of which dealt with the tidelands 
matter and the others with con- 
versations on less important sub- 
jects. The memos were copied 
from a diary which Ickes had kept 
for years. 3 

“I’m sorry,” said Ickes, bending 
low over the committee table with 
the yellow memoranda sheets in 
front of him, “that this issue of 
veracity has come up. But since

it has, here are my records of 
the conversations.” Pauley, mop- 
ping his brow with a handker- 
chief, sat a foot directly behind 
the Interior Secretary, his eyes 
fixed icily on the back of Ickes’s 
head. 

Ickes read a memo dated Sept. 6, 
1944, which said, in part: 

“Mr. Hannegan (Robert E. Han- 
negan of St. Louis, chairman of 
the Democratic National Commit- 
tee and Postmaster General) had 
come into my office alone to try 
to explain the Chicago conven- 
tion.” An outbreak of laughter 
from the spectators in the packed 
room greeted this, and the wit- 
ness continued: 

“Then Mr. Pauley came in with 
Mr. Paul Porter (then publicity 
director of the National Commit- 
tee), the latter to ask me to par- 
ticipate in a program of five-min- 
ute talks on the air, there being 
a lack of funds for full-time 
broadcusts. Mr. Hannegan and 
Mr. Porter then departed. 


Pauley Brings Up Oil Issue. 


“Mr. Pauley asked me to stay 
on. ... In the meantime, I had 
brought in Under Secretary For- 
tas, and it was at this point that 
Pauley brought up the question of 
offshore oil in California. 

“He had talked with the Presi- 
dent,” Ickes continued, still read- 
ing from his diary memo, “and 
the President had told him to talk 
with me. Pauley said he could 
raise $300,000 from the oil men in 
California who have interests in 
offshore oil if they could be as- 
sured that the Federal Govern- 
ment would not try to assert title 
to these oil lands. 

“I told him that I could not give 
him any such assurance, pointing 
out that the whole issue would 
have been settled a long time ago 
if I had not been blocked. 

“I explained to him that if these 
titles were in the State of Califor- 
nia no harm would be done by us 
having the court pass upon the 
question. On the other hand, if 
title actually were in the United 
States, as some lawyers believed 
that it was, it would make a pretty 
scandal involving not only me, but 
the President and himself, if I 
should agree not to try to assert 
title. . 
“This is the rawest proposition 
that has ever been made to me. 
I don’t intend to smear my rec- 
ord on oil at this stage of the 
game. 

“No oil man ought to be treas- 
urer of the Democratic National 
Committee, and here was Pauley 
frankly avowing that he was col- 
lecting from the oil interests, in 
consideration of which he want- 
ed me to give them the assur- 
ance that I have referred to.” 


Ickes then shuffled his yellow 
papers and came up with another 
memo, dated April 26, 1944. In the 
interim a number of newspaper 
men leaped up from the press table 
and rushed out to file new stories. 
In the new memo Ickes noted _.that 
Pauley had been in to see him at 
noon and was apprehensive that 
the Department of Justice was go- 
ing to file the tidelands oil com- 
plaint in which Pauley was in- 
terested, Pauley, the memo said, 
was anxious to stop the suit and 
had persuaded President Roosevelt 
not to bring the case after he, 
Ickes, had convinced Attorney 
General Francis Biddle that it 
should be brought. 

Ickes picked up a third diary 
record, read the date, Feb. 2, 1945, 
and proceeded reading as follows: 

“Pauley came into my office 
with Welburn Mayock (Pauley’s 
personal lawyer). He brought 
up the question of offshore oil. 
He told me that he had raised 
$500,000 during the campaign 
and $300,000 had come from oil 
interests in California. 

“He thought it would be a 
great mistake to disturb those 
interests. I told him very 
frankly that it was my inten- 
tion to cause a lease to be is- 
sued.”

It was a tense moment, the first 
time the crusty, famous Cabinet 
officer and the would-be Cabinet 
member were face to face on the 
conflicting testimony. The room 
was still. Ickes leaned back, fixed 
his eyes on the ceiling, jutted out 
his very juttable jaw, and waited. 
Pauley at first said he would make 
no further comment, then changed 
his mind and stood up. 

“I still say,” he intoned in a 
somewhat shaky voice, looming 
high over the Interior Secretary 
and just a few inches from him, 
“that Mr. Ickes must be confused. 
He must have misunderstood me.” 

The manner of making this de- 
nial contrasted very obviously with 
his violent outbreak when another 
witness, Max Thornburg, former 
State Department petroleum ad- 
viser, was testifying about Pauley 
pressure tactics. He had shouted 
at that time that Thornburg’s 
statement was a “deliberate, mali« 
cious and premeditated lie!”

Oregon. Under this interrogation, 
Pauley said Charles Ulrich Bay, 
an oil man, and his family had 
contributed $25,000 to the Demo- 
cratic party in 1944-45, some of it 
through Pauley. Subsequently, he 
conceded, he had supported Bay 
for an ambassadorial appointment, 
“and the country would be most 
fortunate to get a man of his 
outstanding ability.” 

Pressed for more details, Pauley 
said Bay was in the oil business 
with him in California, having in- 
vested in several “paying” wells. 
Asked if he, Pauley, had had 
any financial interest in the bid- 
ding of syndicates for the old Dol- 
lar Line, now held by the United 
States Maritime Commission, 
Pauley said at one time he had a 
one-third interest in the bid of the 
so-called “Simonds” group. This 
bid was withdrawn, he went on, 
but Simonds later joined with 
Charles Ulrich Bay in submitting 
what is now known as the “Bay 
syndicate” bid. The former Dollar 
Line is now said to be worth up- 
wards of $10,000,000. Pauley said 
he no longer was interested in the 
bidding. 

Connection With Standard. 

With reference to his connec- 
tions with the Standard Oil Co. of 
California, Pauley testified that 
his, Petrol Oil Corp. has routine 
business arrangements with Stand- 
ard, and added, “I personally have 
had up to 2700 shares of Standard 
Oil stock and still have 1700 shares 
if my broker hasn't sold them.” 

He was still unable to say how 
much his firm had originally paid 
for a tract of land in Fresno 
county (Calif.) known as Colinga 
Nose and later sold to Standard 
for $1,500,000. He promised once 
more to get the figures. Around 
the time he sold this land, he has 
testified, he supported the so-called 
Atkinson conservation bill in the 
State Legislature, a bill strongly 
fayored by Standard and other 
major oil companies. It was fought 
by the independents and later re- 
pealed by state-wide referendum. 
Pauley said the bill was “good for 
the people” but the people didn’t 
understand that. 

He said he had been heavily in-

US. TAKES OVER 
NEW YORK TUGS: 
STRIKE CONTINUES 


Crews Vote Against Re- 
turn to Work After 
Government Seizure of 
Towboat Lines. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 6 (AP)— 
The 3500 tugboat workers who 
tied up New York harbor when 
they walked off the job Monday 
voted today to remain on strike 
despite the Government’s seizue 
of tugboat facilities. 

The decision by a special mass 
meeting was announced by Wil- 
liam A. Bradley, president of Local 
333, United Maritime Division of 
the AFL International Longshore- 
men’s Association, of which the 
strikers are members. 

Bradley declined to announce 
the vote. One unofficial report 
said the vote was nearly 2 to 1 
to remain on strike. Another un- 
official report placed the vote at 
451 in favor of remaining out, 250 


in favor of returning. The total 
of these figures would represent 
only a small part of the estimated 
2000 to 3000 union members who 
crowded into Manhattan center 
for the meeting. 

The union decision apparently 
left the next move up to Law- 
rence C. Turner, office of defense 
transportation representative who 
was designated to operate the 
city’s tugboat industry. under the 
seizure order. 

Turner said earlier that if the 
strikers did not return to work 
“we'll operate the best we can 
with facilities available to us.” 

The strikers want a 40-hour 
week in place of the present 48- 
hour week; hourly wage increases 
from $1.10 to $1.57 and from $1.42 
to $1.85 for licensed personnel. A 
flat $1.35 an hour was asked for 
unlicensed personnel to replace 
the present 67-to-72-cent scale. 

The employers, who previously 
agreed to a 10-cent-an-hour rise, 
reverted to a 5-cent offer when 
the union rejected the higher rate.

2. Appointed to positions as 
referees, special masters or 
other offices in bankruptcy cases 
men who promised Greenes they 
would “play ball” and split their 
fees 50-50.

3. Allowed or ordered guch 
high fees to be paid these offi- 
cials, many for unnecessary 
duties or for no work at all, 
that some receiverships were 
“looted” and wrecked for lack 
of operating capital. 

4. Participated in  conspir- 
acies to dispose of receivership 
assets to pre-arranged buyers 
for whom favorable purchase 
conditions were created by rul- 
ings from the bench, Among 
such favored interests, the com- 
mittee said, was the Bethlehem 
Steel Co. in acquiring the Wil- 
liamsport (Pa.) Wire Rope Co., 
and former Pennsylvania State 
Senator Andrew J. Sordoni, in 
obtaining control of the Mallow- 
Sterling Hotel Co. in Wilkes- 
Barre “at a fraction of its value” 
while serving as trustee for the 
firm while in receivership. 

5. Made Federal employes of 
his court in Lewisburg live in 
his apartment houses and pay 
higher rents than other tenants 
for similar quarters.

Public Law No. 281—79th Congress, 28 De- 
cember 1945, authorizes the procurement of ad- 
ditional mele Regular Army officers to increase 
the commissioned strength of the Army to 
twenty-five thousand. All appointments under 
this law will be made prior to 6 months subse- 
quent to enactment. 

Appointments will be made in the grades of 
second lieutenant, first lieutenant, captain, or 
major. No officer will be appointed in a grade 
higher than that which he held in war time. 


The grade and rank of an appointee will be 
determined in accordance with the amount of 
constructive service or actual commissioned ser- 
vice, whichever is the greater, with which he is 
credited as indicated under heading ““Determina- 
tion of Service <redit.” 

An officer appointed under the provisions of 
this circular, who at the time of appointment 
is holding a temporary commission, whether’ on 
active or inactive status, in a higher grade will 
retain such temporary commission until reduced 
in the general reduction program of temporary 
grades for other Regular officers. Appointment 
in the Regular Army will not militate against 
promotion to a higher temporary grade. 


ELIGIBILITY FOR APPOINTMENT. Any 


male citizen who served on active duty as a com- 
missioned officer in the Army of the United 
States or any component thereof at any time be- 
tween 7 December 1941 and the date of enact- 
ment, and was not separated therefrom under 
other than honorable conditions is eligible for 
appointment under the provisions of Public Law 
No. 281. Applicants in this category who are 
now enlisted men will be discharged for the 
convenience of the Government to accept com- 
missions in the Regular Army if selected. 


DETERMINATION OF SERVICE CREDIT. 
Constructive service credit will be given for the 
number of years, months, and days by which the 
applicant’s age on the date of appointment ex- 
ceeds 25 years. 

Actual commissioned service to be credited to 
each applicant will be the number of years, 
months, and days the applicant, after attaining 
the age of 21 years, was on active Federal service 
as a commissioned officer in the Army of the 
United States or any of its components, between 
7 December 1941 and the date of appointment, 
provided that in computing the total period of 
active Federal service of any such person who 
was honorably discharged or placed in inactive 
status subsequent to 12 May 1945 shall be cred- 
ited with service from the date of such discharge 
or relief from active duty to the date of appoint- 
ment. 


DETERMINATION OF GRADE TO 
WHICH APPOINTED. The grade in which 
an individual will be commissioned will be de- 
termined by the amount of constructive service 
or actual commissioned service, whichever is 
greater, computed as indicated under heading 
“Determination of Service Credit.” Based upon 
this, appointments will be made in grades in the 
several arms and services as follows: 


1—Promotion list arms and services (except 
Adjutant General’s Department and Judge 
Advocate General’s Department). 
2nd Lieutenant, less than 3 years’ service, 
Isf Liewtenant, 3 or more but less than 10 yeors. 
Captain, 10 er more but less thon 17 years. 
Majer, 17 er more but less than 23 years. 


2—The Adjutant General’s Department and 

Judge Advocate General's Department: 
Captain, 10 or more but less than 17 years. 
Major, 17 or more but less than 23 years. 


3—Medical Corps, Dental Corps, 
Cerps, and Corps of Chaplains: 
Ist Lieutenant, less than 3 years" service. 
Captain, 3 or more but less than 12 years. 
Major, 12 or more but less than 20 years. 


Veterinary 


4—Pharmacy Corps: 
and Lieutenant, less than 3 yeers* service. 
Ist Lieutenant, 3 or more but less then 6 yeors. 
Captain, 6 or more but less than 12 yeers. 
Majer, 12 er more but less than 20 years, 


Medical Administrative and Sanitary Corps offi- 
cers of the Army of the United States may be 
appointed in the Pharmacy Corps under the pro- 
visions stated herein for that corps. As this is an 
interim measure, special educational require 
ments for the Pharmacy Corps are waived. 
No person will be appointed as a commis- 
sioned officer of the Regular Army under the 
provisions of Public Law No. 281: 


1—In a promotion list arm or service if he would 
upon appointment receive credit for 23 or 
more years of service under Section 5 of the 
Act, or has attained his 48th birthday. 


2—In the Medical Corps, Dental Corps, Veteri- 
nary Corps, Pharmacy Corps, or Corps of 
Chaplains, if upon appointment he would 
receive credit for 20 or more years of service, 
or has attained his 45th birthday. 


DETERMINATION OF RANK. An indi- 
vidual appointed under the provisions of Public 
Law No. 281, 28 December 1945, will rank im- 
mediately below officers in the same grade al- 
ready in the Regular Army with an equivalent 
or next greater length of service. 

Among the newly appointed officers in the 
same grade, wherever two or more ame credited 
with the same amount of service (see heading 
“Determination of Service Credit” above), 
order of rank will be determined by seniority of 
age. In cases of identical age, it will be deter- 
mined by the greater amount of active commis- 
sioned Federal service. Where both age and 
length of active commissioned Federal service 
are identical, it will be determined by composite 
score. 


METHOD OF APPLICATION. Applications 
will be submitted so as to reach The Adjutant 
General’s Office, Washington 25, D. C., not later 
than 1 March 1946. Applications must be made 
on WD AGO Form 62, 1 November 1945. Ap- 
plications received by The Adjutant General, 
Washington 25, D.C., after 1 March 1946, will 
not be considered. A formal application will be 
required regardless of whether or not a state 
ment of interest or other form of application has 
been submitted previously.@ach application will 
be prepared in duplicate. Both the original and 
duplicate will be signed and distributed as 
follows: 


1—An applicant on active duty will submit the 
application in duplicate through his imme 
diate commander. 


--An applicant not on active duty or on ter- 
minal leave will submit the application in 
duplicate direct to The Adjutant General, 
War Department, Washington 25, D. C., At- 
tention: AGSO-R or, if residing outside the 
continental limits of the United States to the 
eommander of the theater in which residing.

WHO WISH TO APPLY FOR COMMISSIONS IN THE REGULAR ARMY 


3—An officer who desires to apply for appoint- 
ment in the Judge Advocate General's Depart- 
ment and has less than 10 years’ constructive 
or actual commissioned service, but is between 
the ages of 30 and 35 years, will submit his 
application and be processed in the manner 
prescribed by this circular. Such applicant 
will be considered for appointment in the 
grade of captain under the provisions of Sec- 
tion 24e of the National Defense Act.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (AP)— 
Naval Capt. L. F. Safford said to- 
day that Adm. Thomas C. Hart 
told him of seeing the Japanese

'that he withdrew from the Army 
‘board testimony statements that 
‘the winds message. had been de- 
| stroyed. 

Knew He Broke Rules, 
Earlier today, Capt. Safford tes- 
|tified first that he knew he was 


breaking navy regulations by us- 


ing a code system in a campaign 
‘to help clear Adm. Husband E. 
‘Kimmel of Pearl Harbor blame. 
'Later, he said he did not know of

I will admit our actions as soldiers 
and American representatives certainly 
are at fault. And it is 100 per cent true 
we squire about the fairer sex in Ger- 
many as if they had always been our 
friends. But just why do we act this 
way, if not to express our feelings over 
the manner we've been let down at 
bome? 

We have only to pick up the Stars 
and Stripes to realize just what the pub-

The Onus Is on the Board 


The burden of responsibility for closingthe 
St. Louis public schools must be borne by the 
members of the AFL Custodians’ and Matrons’ 
Union, for they committed the overt act of going 
out on strike when their wage demands were 
denied by the Board of Education, 

But the burden of responsibility for keeping 
the schools closed in this third day of the city’s 
educational blackout must be borne by the Board 
of Education for its continued and repeated re- 
fusals to accept any form of arbitration or con- 
Ciliation. 

Board President Winterer, after his meeting 
last night with John I. Rollings of the AFL, still 
declines to discuss the wage issue, to set up 
fact-finding machinery or call a special meeting 
of the board. Previously, the board had refused 
Mayor Kaufmann’s offer to appoint a concilia- 
tion or arbitration board, and had refused the 
union’s earlier offer to arbitrate. 

Board President Winterer, in his statement de- 
clining the Mayor's offer, explains the board's 
stand as follows: 

We have refused from the first to grant 
the wage increases because the custodians 
are already receiving more than the prevail- 
ing rate of pay for similar workers in other 
school systems, public buildings and city in- 
stitutions. 

Who says they are receiving more than the

union members say just the contrary. 
is a deadlock that can be broken only by dis- 


- interested outside parties, prepared to do a thor- 


ough fact-finding job and establish the truth. 

If the board is so certain that it is already pay- 
ing the custodians more than the prevailing 
wage, then why does it hesitate to submit the 
case to fact-finding? Surely, if the board is so 
fixed in its conviction, then it cannot doubt that 
an impartial panel will verify its contention. 
Then why the headstrong refusal to accept any 
of the standard and long-practiced methods for 
settling employer-employe disputes? 

The union, on the other hand, by its arbitra- 
tion offer, indicates willingness to withdraw or 
modify its wage claim if the arbitrators find it 
unjustified. Then, if the board is so fully con- 
vinced as to the correctness of its stand, what 
has it got to lose by accepting arbitration, ex- 
cept perhaps a little of its dignity? 

The board statement’s question, “Shall the 
people or a labor union rule the public schools?” 
is sheer demagoguery, designed to confuse the 
issue. The union isn’t arguing about who shall 
rule the public schools; it is merely presenting a 
claim for higher wages. 

The claim was at first presented by orderly 
procedure, but when the board said No, the union 
went on strike. This was an unfortunate de- 
cision, but the union won't be “ruling” the public 
schools even if it wins the full amount of the 
wage increase demanded. Its members will be 
quite content to return to their brooms and coal 
shovels, and let the board do the ruling. 

What is preventing the acceptance of a con- 
ciliation offer? Nothing, seemingly, except the 
board’s supreme conviction that it is right, and 
that there is “nothing to arbitrate.” 

Another chance to end the impasse is offered 
by the proposal of the parents’ meeting last night, 
calling on both sides to accept fact-finding. The 
board, saddled with the onus of protracting the 
school closing by its own attitude, will be ex- 
pected by the community to agree to this sensi- 
ble plan. 

St. Louis wants its children to return to their 
classes. It wants this wage dispute settled. 
Many citizens were indignant because the union 
precipitated the school closing, but their in- 
dignation is being transferred to the Board of 
Education more and more each day that the 
strike continues, because of its refusal to accept 
any plan or make any move to bring it to an end. 

That’s why the public schodls remain closed. 
When will the board say the word that will bring 
a chance to get them reopened? 


A Lesson in Justice 

The case of Gen. Yamashita is an illustration 
of full and determined justice which Japan must 
heed. Probably no man so hated and despised 
by conquerors has had such a day in court, and 
in the highest court that the conquerors could 
provide. 

The Supreme Court’s 6-to-2 decision against 
Yamashita proves that his case received every 
legal consideration. Presentation of the case 
took days of preparation and lengthy hearings, 
and defense counsel was skillful. The majority 
opinion ran to 7000 words, and the deliberation 
produced two separate dissents. 

Perhaps it will seem strange to the Japanese 
that a conquering power would grant a detested 
war criminal the right of appeal, and the bene- 
fit of every legal protection. Certainly the con- 
duct of this case is a contrast to Japan’s behead- 
ings and torturings of Allied prisoners who had 
no trial. But the fate of Yamashita should teach 
the Japanese a lesson in democratic justice. 
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Toward a Short-Wave News Policy 

The United States Government’s permanent 
policy toward short-wave news service to other 
countries is being shaped up on the basis of four 
possible choices outlined in a memorandum to 
the State Department by a consultant, Prof. Ar- 
thur W. McMahon of Columbia University. 

The need for a policy to take shape soon was 
shown by the recent withdrawal of the Asso- 
ciated Press and United Press from servicing 
the State Department with news for short-wave 
broadcasts, on the ground that Government 
broadcasting might lead to propaganda. If the 
AP and UP view were followed, the result would 
not be a policy but a vacuum. There would be 
no adequate short-wave broadcasting of news. 

Prof. McMahon has suggested four possible 
choices of policy: 1. A limited-dividend corpo- 
ration would be set up by present short-wave 
licensees, open to other investors, and would 
lease the Government transmitters at a nominal 
charge. Government subsidy would be provided 
either through purchase of time or by lump-sum 
payment. 2. The Government would continue to 
own and operate the 22 transmitters it already 
owns, and might purchase or lease other short- 
wave transmitters. 3. The Government would 
own the stations it has constructed, and the 13 
transmitters taken over from private owners at 
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the start of the war would be returned to pri- 
vate operation. 4. The Government would dis- 
pose of its transmitters among private licensees 
and give up the effort to supply adequate news 
about the United States to countries that do not 
otherwise receive it. 

Any of these alternatives but the last—the last 
being a do-nothing, defeatist policy—is worth 
exploring. There might well be added to the 
plans also a board of disinterested editors in 
whom the American public has confidence, to 
be responsible for the quality of the news that 
is broadcast, including its objectivity. Such a 
device should allay the fears of non-objectivity 
that have been expressed by AP and UP, and at 
the same time make possible a more construc- 
tive policy than one of vacuity and inaction. 
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Mr. Ickes Clinches It

“Honest Harold” for nothing, and any man who 
asks to be believed when he imputes a lie to 
Mr. Ickes is putting his prestige to the most 
severe kind of test. 

Under the theory of reasonable doubt, of 
course, Mr. Ickes, like anyone else, could have 
been honestly wrong. He could have been, that 
is, before yesterday's testimony. But yesterday 
the Secretary cited book, chapter and verse, 
from notes put down at the time. He brought 
up supporting evidence in minute detail. The 
only way Mr. Pauley could be telling the truth 
now would be for Mr. Ickes to be making up 
all of a richly documented and detailed account 
out of whole cloth. 

We believe that Mr. Ickes is telling exactly 
what happened, and that most people will be- 
lieve the same. Unless a man.of notable and 
indeed legendary probity is a bare-faced liar, 
Mr. Pauley has been, to put it mildly, something 
less than frank in his testimony under oath to 
the Senate Naval Affairs Committee. What more 
can be needed to demonstrate his unfitness for 
the post to which the President nominated him?

A Patronage Expert Speaks 

When Leslie C. Deason of Hannibal told a 
State Senate committee that the spoils system 
is “always lousy,” he spoke a mouthful of expe- 
rience. As a member of the Board of Managers 
of State Eleemosynary Institutions, he not only 
saw patronage distributed but, as hesadmitted, 
helped to distribute some of that patronage him- 
self. 

In testifying for a merit system in State pris- 
ons and hospitals, Deason disclosed an antipathy 
for “bughousers,’ as State hospital employes 
sometimes style themselves. ‘‘When the Repub- 
licans are in control,” he noted, ‘‘the Democratic 
bughousers go to Oklahoma and Arkansas,” and 
when the situation is vice versa, G. O. P. job- 
hunters exile themselves to Kansas or Iowa. 

Political favorites such as these, bouncing 
from one state administration to another, are 
hardly the most capable persons to care for the 
ill or insane, to guard hardened criminals or to 
reform less hardened youngsters in training 
schools. If the Senate Governmental Organiza- 
tion Committee considers this, it will approve 
the eleemosynary merit bill. That would exile 
the patronage purveyors for good. 
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Rats on Your Table 

The Post-Dispatch’s front-page picture yester- 
day of rats feeding, during the night, in the 
kitchen of Gallina’s Italian Restaurant, at 1700 
Chestnut Street, should be enough to shock the 
Jeast public-spirited Alderman into voting for 
the Mayor’s clean-restaurant bill when it comes 
up Friday. 

If anything at all is needed to bring home the 
significance of this eloquent picture, it is the 
simple fact that these creatures overrunning the 
premises in which food will be prepared the next 
day, invading the very utensils that hold the 
food itself, are the most dangerous mammals on 
earth. 

Rats carry typhus fever, bubonic plague, rat- 
bite fever, tularemia, rabies and trichinosis, and 
spread various parasites and germs that cause 
disease in human. beings. Rat-borne diseases 
kill millions of persons a year, and all told have 
caused more human deaths than all the wars in 
history. 

It would be naive to suppose that the condi- 
tions shown in yesterday’s picture are. limited 
to the restaurant whose kitchen was depicted, 
or to a few restaurants. In the absence of any 
ordinance requiring cleanliness, unsanitary con- 
ditions are bound to be widespread. St. Louis 
will be taking terrible chances with the public 
health as long as a restaurant sanitation ordi- 
nance with teeth in it is lacking. The Board of 
Aldermen cannot too quickly correct the ap- 
palling negligence of which the city has been 
guilty all these years.

Justice for a Courageous Group 

Who is better entitled to American citizenship 
than men who risked their lives, whether in bat- 
tle or in the intelligence services, to help win 
the war? Sotdiers of alien birth are entitled to 
citizenship because of their military service, but 
not men who were in non-military agencies such 
as the Office of Strategic Services. This ex- 
clusion does an injustice to non-citizen Ameri- 
cans of Japanese descent, who faced execution 
as traitors if captured by the Mikado’s troops, 
and now find they are ineligible for citizenship. 

The American Committee for Protection of 
Foreign-Born has a good cause in petitioning 
Congress to permit the naturalization of all who 
participated actively in support of the war. Cer- 
tainly these men have met the first test of 
loyalty by showing readiness to sacrifice their 
lives for the country of their adoption, The nat- 
uralization privilege would be an act of justice 
to them, and a means of adding citizens of good 
promise to our population.

In the never-never world of the soap 
operas, love continues to conquer all, but 
only after interminable anguish and tor- 
tuous misunderstandings; marriages totter 
on the brink threatened by jealousy and 
slander; the good, the home-loving and the 
virtuous are momentarily but never ulti- 
mately confounded by the evil; mere men 
are kindly, tormented, weak, with an oc- 
casional exception, or just no good; the 
professional woman takes a back seat to 
the homebody, and a woman who knows 
all, sees all and possesses every human vir- 
tue known and unknown to man, trium- 
phantly unties an incredible number of 
knots in human lives. 


The soap opera's stock heroine, who goes 
by more names than you can count on your 
fingers, proves that life can be beautiful, 
that we all have the right to happiness, that 
the road of Hfe is what we make it and 
that there is a guiding light. 


Wallowing in a Vacuum 


On New Year’s day, this reporter spent 
the day in bed, recovering from the grippe 
and checking up on the state of the soap 
operas, if not the state of the Union. There 
was a faint, although not flaming, hope 
that the broadcasting companies might 
have made their daytime serials a shade 
less soapy, 


Conscientious listening to 23 serials 
proved that the broadcasting companies, 
the advertising agents and the sponsors 
had manfully resisted the temptation to 
shatter the dream world of their women 
listeners. 


If nature abhors a vacuum, the serial 
writers wallow in one every day. They 
would have women believe that falling in 
and out of love, solving personal problems, 
is the end-all and be-all of a woman’s life. 


In the soap operas, life is always ear- 
nest, but seldom real, and action rarely 
grows out of character. 


I would*never have known, from listening 
to the New Year’s day A. D. 1946 output, 
that there are such things as labor-man- 
agement strife, reconversion problems, re- 
turned veterans at loose ends, a critical 
housing shortage, discrimination against 
minorities, the atom bomb and an uneasy 
unity among the great nations of the world. 


I would not even have known there had 
been a war going on, except for a few 
casual references to men characters just 
out of uniform. 


All of this may be said to be captious 
criticism. The sponsors know that the 20,- 
000,000 women who tune in daily can’t be 
wrong in their predilection for a dream 
world, 


The Field Is Pre-Empted 


The National Broadcasting Co., which de- 
votes four straight hours in the afternoon 
to serials, with an eye on the Crossley 
polls, naturally sees no reason why it should 
encourage women to be mature if they 
choose to be adolescent. 


If the American Broadcasting Co. and 
Mutual leave serials to National and the 
Columbia Broadcasting System, it is not, 
an executive of Mutual, formerly with the 
Blue Network, frankly told me, because 
they have banned them on principle, It is 
simply because NBC and CBS have the 
field pre-empted.

From Variety 


Wars can come and go, but it’ll prob- 
ably take more than an atom bomb to 
disturb the hausfrau’s daytime listen- 
ing habits. Back in ’38, when C. E. 
Hooper first began thinking in terms of 
Top 10 Daytime shows, the suds sagas 
ruled the roost, with “Ma Perkins” out 
in front with an 11.3 rating. Four of 
the serials in the current Top 10 were 
also up among the waves eight years 
ago.

Because daytime serials have at times 
been put on the pan by social-minded crit- 
ics, the Columbia Broadcasting System, al- 
ways aware of its duty to serve the public 
interest, made an 18-month survey, recently 
released, to discover how many and what 
kind of women listen and why. 


54 Per Cent Are Fans 


Interviewers talked with 5030 housewives 
in 125 different communities, from big ci- 
ties to farms, who owned radios. They 
found that 54 per cent were serial fans 
and that these women spent an average of 
one hour and 27 minutes a day listening. 


Serial listeners belong to the same cul- 
tural and economic brackets as non-serial 
listeners. Among the group sampled, 40 per 
cent of the college women turned out to be 
fans, and 35 per cent of those in the high- 
est economic level, 


Every day these women fans spend an 
hour and a half in a dream world without 
knowing it. As many as 75 per cent of the 
whole group and 59 per cent. of those with 
high-school or college training answered 
Yes to the question, “Do you believe the 
serial is true to life?” They said, “I rec- 
ognize myself in this serial, either as I am 
or as I would like to be,” or “This really 
could happen. It seems to be believable.” 


Perhaps what is needed is something like 
the Harvard study, “General Education in 
a Free Society,” which would be made by 
one of the women’s collewes, on “The Edu- 
cation of American Women From the Cradle 
to the Soap Opera.”

A Graphic Novel in Verse 
Impaired by Cheap Ending 


“Glory for Me,” by MacKinlay Kantor. (Coward- 

McCann, New York.) 
This apparently serious 
concerns three discharged veterans who 
have seen action and watched comrades 
die. The war has so changed them that 
they feel unbridgeable chasms between 
themselves and others lacking their ex- 
perience. A former infantry Sergeant can- 
not contentedly resume banking; an ex- 
bombardier, unhappy as assistant manager 
of a drug store, has to resign. 

Thus summarized, the author's thesis 
seems overstated, but the verse itself, 
graphic and moving, produces a suspension 
of disbelief. Mr. Kantor, for many pages, 
is an artist and one well equipped for this 
work, Practiced in writing about soldiers 
from his Civil War stories, he became a 
combat correspondent and lived with his 
characters, on the ground and aloft.

His atmosphere is authentic. Aviators 
Stereotyped expressions are utilized for an 
emotional impact that amazes one already 
familiar with them. Realism in amorous 
and drinking scenes is extreme to the point 
of daring. Such epic devices are aptly 
used as the poetry of proper names and 
the recurrences of lines that constantly 
deepen in meaning. 

The meter, predominantly iambic pentam- 
eter, occasionally lapses into free verse. 
Intense feeling Is Sustained, however, for 
variations from the light, fast line of the 
bulk of the narrative are always skillful.

“The World Is Their Beat,’”’ by J. C. Ocstreicher. 

(Essential Books, New York.) 

Contrary to popular theory, all is not ex- 
citement and glamour in the life of a war 
correspondent.

Games will be arranged, Chan- 
cellor Compton said, with. simil- 
arly-minded educational institu- 
tions, mostly in the middle west, 
but also in other sections of the 
country, 

There was no reference in the 
statement to scholarships, which 
many persons consider essential 
to even a moderately “big-time” 
collegiate football program. Nor 
was there any indication as to 
the attitude Washington will take 
toward the Missouri Valley Con- 
ference, of which the university 
is a member. Some schools in 
the conference, notably Tulsa Uni- 
versity, have fostered and empha- 
sized football, Tulsa having par- 
ticipated in profitable post-season

First Grade

N our haste to teach little chil- 
i dren to read we must not over- 

look the mastery of phonics. 
Children can be taught to read a 
story from memory—memory of 
the location of the words in the 
sentence, on the page, and too, 
by visual memory. But none of 
these memories will help him to 
discover a new word. He will, 
unless taught the sounds of let- 
ters and syllables, learn only by 
these memories, therefore slowly 
and with difficulty. Somebody 
will have to tel: him how to say 
each word. 

* * * 


WE TEACH children to read a 
sentence at sight simply by tell- 
ing him, “The hen found a wheat 
seed,” ig what those letters say. 
But, once he has mastered that 
sentence we take it apart and 
teach him the words as they stand 
alone, then we teach him the 
sound of 8, of E, so that next 
time he finds them he can sound 
them. Day by day we build up 
his mastery of sentence, phrase, 
syllable and letter so that by 
and by he has the tools for read- 
ing new material completely un- 
der his control. It usually takes 
about two years for this accom- 
plishment. 

If the teacher of the first grade 
does not at once teach the letters 
of the alphabet, there is nothing 
to worry about. That will be done 
in the next term, or the next year, 
but it will be done, It is not good 
teaching practice to teach children 
the alphabet first, then syllables, 
then words, then phrases, then 
sentences.

ONE THING that makes learn- 


+53 difficult for young children is 


he practice some boards of edu- 
cation have of appointing an in- 
experienced young teacher to the 
first grade. That grade is of su- 
preme importance to the children 
there. They learn the rudiments 
of reading and number, the 
schools habits, they take on atti- 
tudes toward subjects and work 
that are going to be important to 
them all their lives long. They 
should have the best possible 
teacher, and that teacher should 
be so highly paid that she is not 
tempted to go to high school for 
a larger salary. If she is a real 
first grade teacher she is not fit- 
ted for high school. She should 
be paid to stay where she belongs. 
As things are in many places the 
first graders take the beginner 
teacher and usually suffer the 
consequence.

NYONE who has had a chance

War areas have gone with- 

out cannot help being deeply im- 

pressed, not only with the physical 

side of the problem, but with the 

fact that these children have long 

been denied many of the little 

things that make up the ordinary 
pleasures of a child’s life. 

Here in Britain, the government 
and mothers and communities 
have worked together to preserve, 
on the whole, a very healthy 
standard of nutrition for their 
children, and yet I was struck by 
the way in which my godchild 
counted over the candies which 
I had brought her from the 
United States. She seemed to 
notice each one as though it were 
a separate gift and to enjoy it in 
anticipation, I saw her make up a 
little package which I think she 
was going to take back to school 
for the week, and she carefully 
left the others behind for future 
enjoyment. No carelessness about 
these sweets—they were much too 
precious. 

* * * 

WHILE ONE RECOGNIZES 
that being denied such things may 
be valuable for character develop- 
ment, one also realizes that these 
children have lost one of the great- 
est assets of childhood—the sense 
that tomorrow is sure to bring 
more of anything that one enjoys 
today. That carefree confidence in 
the future will never be a heritage 
of any of the children who lived 
in Britain through the war years. 
And for the children in Europe, 
the experience must have been in- 
tensified. I doubt if any of us can 
ever hope to erase the effects, but 
at least we can see to it that they 
are not made worse in the years 
to come because of our careless- 
ness or lack of understanding.

THE SPECIAL SERVICE for 
the assembly delegates which was 
held in-St. Paul’s Sunday after- 
noon was very impressive. Prime 
Minister Attlee read the lesson, 


the Lord Bishop of London deliv- 
ered the sermon, and prayers were 
dedicated to the successful carry- 
ing out of the work of the United 
Nations Organization. To my joy, 
Sir Cecil Spring Rice's “I Vow to 
Thee, My Country” was sung. Evi- 
dently, some one who helped to 
plan the service must be as fond 
of those verses as I am. 

They carried me back to the 
years, during the last war, when 
Sir Cecil was British Ambassador 
in Washington. I had known him 
slightly ever since he had come 
over, aS a young man, as a third 
secretary of the Embassy and had 
become an intimate friend of my 
uncle Theodore Roosevelt, with 
whom he spent many hours .walk- 
ing and talking. As Ambassador, 
he and Lady Spring Rice were 
kind to a young Assistant Secre- 
tary of tte Navy and his wife, so 
we became warm friends, 

He used to tell me that we 
Americans were strange people be- 
cause we read and knew So little 
about our own history. He knew 
far more than I did, but my hus- 
band could hold his own. 

* * * 

THE INSTALLATION of Trygve 
Lie as the first secretary general 
of the United Nations Organiza- 
tion was quite an imposing cere- 
mony, with president of the as- 
sembly Paul-Henri Spaak swear- 
ing in Mr, Lie with great solem- 
nity. It must be a very real emo- 
tional experience, if you have 
served your country in ,public of- 
fice, to take an oath to serve an 
international organization. 

We must all of us, quite natural- 
ly, with the best will in the world, 
continue to feel a great emotional 
attachment for our own people 
and our own land. But I’m con- 
vinced, both from the seriousness 
with which Mr. Lie took the oath 
and from the way in which he de- 
livered his speech of acceptance, 
that he has a very real conviction 
that, in serving this international

Common-Sense Medicine

AVING briefly di 
Hey stones and their manage- 
ment I thought it would be of 
interest to talk about ureteral 
stones. Ureteral stones are sec- 


- ondary to kidney stones and when 


a stone or stones pass from the 
kidney to the ureter (tube that 
transports urine from kidney to 
bladder) they automatically be- 
come designated as ureteral 
stones. The ureters are like faces; 
they are all different. Some 
ureters accommodate fairly large 
stones and they are passed either 
spontaneously or with the help of 
instrumental manipulation, 


In a certain per cent of cases 
surgical removal becomes neces- 
sary. Some small stones that ap- 
pear to be suitable for spon- 
teneous passage or with the help 
of instrumental manipulation be- 
come so fixed surgical removal is 
necessary. This is made possible 
by the shape of the stone which in 
some instances is associated with 
tiny prong-like projections which 
become firmly imbedded in the 
wall of the ureter surgical re- 
moval is necessary. Fortunately 
this percentage is low as about 80 
per cent of ureteral stones are ré- 
covered without surgical interven- 
tion. Around 20 per cent of 
ureteral stones require surgical re- 
moval. This low percentage has 
been made possible by improved 
igstrumental technique. As in the 
case of kidney storres eight or 10 
per cent fail to show by X-ray, 
but can be diagnosed by other 
methods. The symptoms are simi- 
lar to kidney stones except more 
accentuated due to spasm of the 
ureter, The pain varies from 
moderate to severe and in some 
cases is extremely painful. When 
infection intervenes nausea and 
vomiting with chills and fever are 
present. When no infection is 
noted mostly pain with no sys- 
— reaction makes up the pic- 
ure 


A stone or stones should not be 
allowed to remain in the ureter 
(tube from kidney to bladder) 
over an indefinite period even 
though the patient has no pain, 
This is unwise for several reasons, 
chief of which is (a) stone or 
Stones become firmly fixed and 
may require surgery. (b) Stone 
may interfere with urinary drain- 
age and in rare instances silently, 
kill the kidney. (c) Inte.ference 
with urinary drainage invites in- 
fection, and damage to the kidney 
may follow. 


X-ray studies are essential to 
formulate the best plan of attack 


. 


and to determine the damage to 
the kidney. Any ureteral stone or 
stones, small or large, deserves 
thorough study, constant care 
and attention and systematic in- 
strumental manipulation to invite 
prompt passage. If al) these meas- 
ures fail to produce results in a 
conservative period of time, 
surgical removal is indicated.

How It Started

“Panic”—It Commemorates a 
Greek God. 


N a recent holocaust, several 

hundred people lost control of 

themselves and trampled each 
other in their efforts to escape a 
fire. In the Wall Street collapse 
of 1929, hundreds of thousands lost 
their lifetime savings in flinging 
upon the market securities it could 
not absorb. To describe the cause 
of such disasters where mass ter- 
ror is in the ascendant, we use 
the word the Greeks had for it, 
“panic.” 

“Panic” commemorates the 
Greek deity Pan. Pan presided 
over shepherds and their flocks. 
He was also fond of pastoral mu- 
sic, which he played upon his lute. 
Pan’s tunes were melancholy, wail- 
ing harmonies, inspiring in hu- 
mans vague apprehensions, And 
the eerie night sounds of nature, 
on mountains, plains and in val- 
leys, were also attributed to him. 
These often caused men and ani- 
mals to be seized with nameless 
and contagious frights, sometimes 
engendering violence and 
reason. 

Hence our word “panic,” about 
which Plutarch, in his “Lives” 
tells many stories. Its earliest ap- 
pearance in English literature was 
in 1603.

Tomorrow

OT many foods improve in 
N cote and flavor in the dry- 

ing process. Apricots, how- 
ever, are an exception to the rule. 
Dried apricots play a stellar role 
in the preparation of any dessert 
if we'll let them. We can’t poke 
along in washing the fruit. Stand- 
ing in cold water for several min- 
utes while washing sacrifices some 
of the fine flavor which is solu- 
ble. Also, we can’t soak them or 
cook them in too much water be- 
cause the flavor of both fruit and 
syrup will be too diluted to com- 
bine with cream, milk, egg whites 
or other ingredients to obtain the 
satisfying apricot flavor which we 
expect cooking should not be done 
above a simmering temperature. 


A vigorous boiling sends volatile 
fruity fragrance out of-the fruit 
into the air, and wher fragrance 
is dissipated so is flavor. When 
pureeing apricots, remember the 
job is not finished until practically 
all the fruit is forced through the 
strainer. A food mill will do this 
job well. But if you haven't one 
of these, put the fruit into a 
coarse sieve and use the back of 
a wooden spoon to press the fruit 
pulp through, or a colander with 
fine holes can be used in place of 
the sieve. 


The drained fruit can even be 
broken up and whipped with a 
metal! fork to obtain a moderately 
fine puree. For the finest flavor, 
do not permit this gelatin whip 
to stand in the refrigerator un- 
covered, It can be poured in its 
uncongealed state directly into 
sherbet dishes placed closely to- 
gether on a tray, then a flat cover 
may be placed over them. Or the 
dessert may be congealed in a 
large bowl and at serving time 
May be spooned out into a more 
uneven but fluffy arrangement 
into serving dishes. Pour the cus- 
tard sauce over the whip just be- 
fore serving time for the most ap- 
petizing effect. 


Apricot Whip. 

One-half pound pitted dried 
apricots, two and one-fourth cups 
water, one tablespoon unflavored 
gelatin, one-fourth cup cold water, 
one-half cup sugar, pinch salt, 
one tablespoon lemon juice, two 
egg whites stiffly beaten. 


Wash apricots and soak in two 
cups of the water for about four 
hours, Cover and simmer in the 
Same water for five minutes. Com- 
bine hot pureed apricots, sugar, 
salt and gelatin and stir until gel- 
atin is dissolved: add lemon juice 
and stir well. Cool. Fold in err 
whites thoroughly and place in 
refrigerator to become firm. Serve 


.with custard sauce. Five or six 


servings.

No less an authority than Escof- 
fier gives these directions for 
turning out the perfect omelette: 

He takes as his standard an 
omelette consisting of three eggs, 
a pinch of salt, a little pepper 
and one-half ounce of butter. 

The butter should be heated in 
an omelette pan until it gives off 
the characteristic nutty odor, This 
lends exquisite taste to the eggs 
and the degree of heat required 
to achieve this aroma is exactly 
right for the setting of the eggs. 

The well-beaten and seasoned 
eggs are poured into the hot but- 
ter stirred briskly with a fork to 
heat evenly and any filling to go 
inside is spread upon the surface. 
The omelette is quickly folded 
over and transferred to a hot 
platter. <A bit of butter is drawn 
lightly across its surface to make 
it glossy—and there you have the 
perfect omelette. 

To make “omelette aux fines 
herbes” add dried or fresh chopped 
parsley, chervil, chives and tar- 
ragon to the eggs when beating 
them.

Grandmothers Boiled Apple Dumplings Contract 


They Were Somet 


By the Victory Chef 


Y grandmother used to make 
\) ae apple dumplings that 

were something out of this 
world, I can remember when I 
Was young, reading a fairy tale 
about the princess. who stole a 
luscious apple from her father’s 
pet tree and, to hide it from an 
irate governess, wrapped it quick- 
ly in dumpling dough that was 
being prepared by the castle cook. 
The cook dropped the dough- 
enveloped apple into the steaming 
kettle along with the other dump- 
lings—and when the platter full 
full was served to His Majesty, 
the apple dumpling came as a 
wonderful and much appreciated 
surprise, 

Whether it was this story, in 
which the princess got away with 
being naughty and, moreover, was 
rewarded for it that gave me such 
a romantic interest in apple dump- 
lings, or whether they really were 
as delicious as I thought them, I 
can’t tell. Be that as it may— 
grandmother’s dumplings were 
superb. 

They used to be served in a 
great, deep platter, white and 
shining, in a cloud of their own 
steam, With them came a sugar- 
and-butter hard sauce heavily 
specked with cinnamon, nutmeg 
and a whiff of cloves. Sometimes 
there was cream, but that was 
never as interesting as the hard 
sauce, I always burned my tongue, 
but the dumplings were worth it. 

This recipe was written by my 
grandmother and pasted in one of 
her cookbooks: 

“Pare your apples and take out 
the cores. with a corer, Put the 
kettle over the fire with just 
enough water to half cover the 
dumplings. Put a quart o. flour 
into a bowl, together with one 
large tablespoon of lard, Rub 
them well together. Then add a 
teaspoon of salt and 2 heaping 
tablespoons of baking powder. Mix 
all well and then moisten with 
milk, enough to make a soft dough 
that will roll nicely. 

“Flour a baking board and roll 
out the dough to one-half inch 
thickness. Cut with a large round 
cutter—about the size of a com- 
mon saucer. Fill the holes in the 
apples with a little sugar, cinna- 
mon and nutmeg—a few raisins,

too if you like—and wrap each 
apple in its circlet of dough, press- 
ing the edges well together. 


“Tie the dumplings, in netted 
bags, plunge them into the boiling 
water and let them boil for half 
an hour. ¥ 

“Take off the nets, pile them in 
a bowl or platter and serve them 
with well-spiced hard sauce, im- 
mediately.”

There's something very refresh- 
ing about a crisp, well-chilled 
stuffed tomato. For a luncheon 
or supper dish, it’s a fine way of 
using up leftovers, that has a cer- 
tain zing all its own, There are 
endless combinations to be used 
for the filling. It’s fun to try

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them out. Here are a few starters: 
First, have the tomatoes large, 
firm ones. Leave the skins on, of 
course, but cut out the blossom 
and scoop out the centers, (Save 
this pulp.) Salt the tomatoes well 
inside and invert them on a plate 
to drain in the refrigerator. 
Now prepare your filling. Per- 
haps diced avocado, bits of cooked 
shrimp, diced cucumber and a 
little celery, all bound with may- 
onnaise, Or make a paste of 
cream cheese, mashed sardines, 
lemon juice, a little cream: wor- 
cestershire sauce and chopped 
chives. (Pile this lightly in the 
shell, topping with an anchovy if 
you can find one.) If you have 
some bacon, fry it crisp, and 
crumble it atop a filling of

chopped celery and apples, with a 
thin sour cream dressing. Cold 
cooked chicken with bits of pine- 
apple and avocado in mayonnaise, 
is good, too. 

You get the idea. And use your 
scooped out pulp as you need it— 
to add moisture, flavor or extra 
interest. It blends nicely with al- 
most anything. Stuff your chilled 
tomato shells quickly and serve 
while they are still nice and cold.

If you are lucky enough to find 
a few boxes of the delectable fresh 
strawberries from Florida in your 
market and can face the price 
with equanimity, here’s the recipe 
for strawberry mousse as a dinner 
party dessert. 

Get a pint of strawberries and 
hull them carefully. Let them 
stand sprinkled with a cup of 
sugar for about one hour. Then 
crush the berries through a sieve. 
Soak two tablespoons plain gela- 
tin in one-half cup of water. Then 
dissolve it over hot water and mix 
with the strained berries, 

Put this mixture into an icebox 
until it starts to harden a bit and 
then fold in one quart of heavy 
cream, whipped stiff.

Four tablespoons lobster paste

WORDS TO WATCH. 
VERHEARD on a “Town 
Meeting broadcast (Leon 
Henderson): “. .. pay off the 

loan by AM-er-tuh-ZAY’shun” (for 
“amortization”). 

The word “amortize,” like 
“mortgage,” stems in the French 
mort, from the Latin mors, 
“death.” Amortize expresses the 
gradual “extinction” (death) of a 
debt by installments. A mort- 
gage (“dead pledge”) originally 
denied the borrower any income 
from the property until the mort- 
gage was paid in full . the 
property was “dead” to its owner. 

Therefore, to pronounce amor- 
tize as “AM-er-tize,” and amor- 
tization as “AM-er-tuh-ZAY’- 
shun,” destroys the essence of 
both words, which is “mort.” Bet- 
ter say: 

uh-MAWRE-tize 
uh-MAWR-ti-ZAY’shun

Chic is a French loan-word 
which, oddly enough, comes from 
chicane, “artificial subterfuge.” 
However, in popular usage, the 
French meaning of chic is similar 
to the American meaning: “smart- 
ly stylish.” But, please, not 
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“chick.” Be sure to say: sheek. 

As to accessories, there is no 
word in English in which the 
“o's” of acc- have the sound of 
“s” Ags in all such words as ac- 
cent, access, accident, the first 
“co” has the “k” sound, <Acces- 
sories is sanctioned only as: ak- 
SESS-or-reez. 

And “modom” for madam is 
neither French nor English. 
“Madam” is the English form, and 
it should be given the English 
pronunciation: MAD-um. 

The French title is “madame.” 
Both “a’s” are flat, as in “mad, 
dam,” and the accent is on the 
second syllable, thus: ma-DAM..

West led the heart queen, and 
when declarer played low from 
dummy, continued with the heart 
jack. Declarer ruffed, led a trump 
to the eight, then, after great de- 
liberation, led the heart king 
through East. His objective wis 
clear enough—he hoped that West 
had started with exactly queen- 
jack-ten and that now, wher East 
covered the king with the ace 
and South ruffed, dummy’s nine 
would be promoted to high card 
in the suit. 

If this had been the case South 
could have discarded a club on the 
heart nine, but when, after East's 
cover of the heart king and 
South’s ruff, the ten failed to ap- 
pear from West, there was noth- 
ing to do but to play West for 
the club ace, Unfortunately, how- 
ever, East had that card and 
smothered the king, thus insur- 
ing the defeat of the contract. 

It was not necessary to find 
either the heart ten or the club 
ace in favorable positions—the 
one factor required for certain 
victory was that the heart ace lay 
in East’s hand, where it was def- 
initely marked from West's first 
and second leads, This was the 
“vuaranteed” line of play: After 
ruffing the second lead, South 
cashes one high trump and the 
diamond ace, ruffs a diamond, 
then plays the heart nine, If the 
ace appears from East, South 
ruffs, and the king is good. If the 
ace does not appear South ruffs 
anyway, then ruffs his last dia- 
mond and leads the heart king. 
East is permitted to win the trick 
with the ace, while South discards 
a club. Now East has the choice 
of leading clubs, establishing the 
king; or letting South discard an- 
other club by returning a dia- 
mond (or a heart, if East still 
had one) which dummy would 
ruff.
